EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The application has been amended as follows: 
In the specification 

at page 1, line 4: after filed September 20, 1999, add "which issued as 
U.S.Patent No.6,396,092," 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Suzuki (US 6,151 ,240), Okudaira et al . (US 6,078,072) appear to be the closest 
prior art references. However, these references fail to teach that an upper electrode 
consists essentially of a metal element in pure metal form selected from a group 
consisting of palladium, ruthenium, iridium, and nickel, and an additional impurity 
element having an action of suppressing the catalytic activity of said metal element, 
wherein said additional element exists as a component of a compound of said pure 
metal covering a polycrystalline grain surface of said pure metal. 

None of prior arts teach that an upper capacitor electrode consists of platinum, 
and an additional element which suppresses the catalytic of the platinum and which 
comprises any one of sulfur, selenium, tellurium, silicon, phosphorus, arsenic, boron 
and bismuth, wherein said additional element exists as a component of a compound of 
said platinum covering a polycrystalline grain surface of said platinum.
